Ile drafted and 
in­ 
troduced the bill which abolished cap­ 
ital punishment in W isconsin. 
Dr. Head was the founder of A l­ 
bion 
academy.

buildings were made on his farm at 
his ow n expense. 
W o rk at the col­ 
lege was called off because of lack of 
material. 
Dr. 
Head, who was then 
building a residence, sent his material 
to the college so it could lie com plet­ 
ed without delay. 
H e was president 
of the board of trustees of the acad­ 
emy from its inception until the co l­ 
lege passed into private hands.
